H'ar'n dark clouds gloom tbo nation yon 
(ro liublo to road iu tho iiewspapent uu 
annooucemeut to tbo effect that ono of 
tlie vessel B of tho nuvy is going "into 
commission." It is not a very iuiprctifi- 
ive phrase, but the full meaning of tho 
f^rm IB something of which few have 
auy adequate conception. To put a mod- 
ern warship. iuto counffissiofl involves 
an euofuious amount of work, which 
cun bo fully appreciated only by one 
who hag observed the process from be- 
ginning to end. 


When a vessel of tho navy is laid up 


in reserve, "iu ordinary," ns it is call- 
ed, it is far from an attractive object 
and could hardly be recognized us the 
BJiiut) ship \vheu >in thorough trim, wiih 
crew aboard. : The ship is anchored at a 
convenient navy yard; tho stores aro 
eent ashore, her engines and guns cov- 
ered with oil and an autirust paint; 
her declcs are allowed to become dirty, 
her sides doll and stained from rusty 
chums. 
Thus she lies perhaps for 


mouths, and then an order comes from 
the secretary of the navy, through the 
chief of the bureau of navigation, di- 
recting the commanding officer of the 
yard, to get her ready f<,>r eca. 


The first filing to be Cone is to bring 


as many men as possible! from tho re- 
ceiving ship, which lies hard by, and 
these, with the force of the yard, under- 
tho direction of whatever officers are 
available, begin at once to put things to 
rights and remove the accumulated dust 
and dirt from the different parts of the 
equipment; the engineer's force goes at 
once to the engines and boihir rooms; 
tho anitrnBt paint is removed from tho 
engines; new packing is put in the 
valves and joints; tho pumps are tested, 
the rust and dirt knocked from interiors 
of fire boxes, and boiler tubes and grate 
bars renewed. 
• Outwardly everything is now in fair 
condition, but this is only the begin- 
ning. It remains to get up steam in 
some of tbo boilers, turn over the en- 
gines to see if they are iu proper trim, 
start the dynamos, test the electric 
lights and the pilothouse, signals, turn 
on tho searchlights, start the fans, work 
the steering gear and steering engines, 
set the hoisting machinery in motion 
and put the boat crimes in operation. 
Every engine, boiler, pipe, wire, tube, 
rivet, bolt, wit and plate is carefully 
inspected, and if found unserviceable 
from any cause repaired. 


Next the equipment storehouse is vis- 


ited, and a full allowance oi' beef, pork, 
beans, potatoes, coffee, sugar, salt, flour, 
meal; clothing, shoes, hammocks, blan- 
kets, paint, tobacco—in short, the whole 
miscellaneous assortment of the com- 
missary department, is placed on board. 
The'paymaster of the- ship is responsi- 
ble for every article received, and a 
'strict account is kept of each. Thou tho 
galley, 'or cooftipg stove, has to be ex- 
,amined to .see whether it IB complete in 
'all. its findings. The outfit of a galley 
'usually consists'of two copper kettles'of 
30 gallons each, a 50 gallon kettle, with 
cast iron jacket and copper hinged cov- 
ers, &vvo steamers for vegetables, each, 
with, a capacity of 32 gallons; two'sets 
of saucepans, a fine set of tools for lift- 
ing and firing and tho ordinary cookiiig 
implements. 


The l§ie Officers look after the condi- 


tion of the guns, the rigging, the boats, 
the cables, the anchors, the flags and 
signals, the charts, the nautical instru- 
.ments and other parts of the ship's 
equipment. 
What this means cau only 


be appreciated .by one who ha's'actually 
undertaken the task. A volume might 
be Tvritttm in regard to the signals alone. 


... Wh.$n all . this worjt haa been dyne, 


th% ship is reacly to go into commission, 
an4 up ,to:thivvjtimeeVery thing has been 
under contrpl of the commandant of the 
yard, so that when the captain of the 
ship arrives and reports himself to the 
yard commander little remains for him 
to attend to. In the meantime men have 
been brought together to constitute tho 
crew. 
'' Sometimes they aro enlisted particu- 
larly for the ship which is about to go 
Into service, at other times they are 
withdrawn from other ships which have 
just been P&t out of commission. 
The 


crew and- marines report aboard with 
bags^and hammocks; the captain orders 
tho 4re\v to be drawn up on .the spar 
deck'promptly at noon upon the day on 
which the ship is to bo put formally in 
commission, reads to them his orders 
from the secretary of the navy detailing 
him to tho command, hoists the com- 
mission pennant to the main truck and 
tlio stars and stripes to the gaff or staff 
kt the stern, and all is ready. 


Tho ship is now in commission.—San

How They Were Won With • Pocket 


Handkerchief Promise. 


In 1868, when tho revolution of ten 


years in Cnba began, no volunteers ex- 
isted in Ha\ann worthy of being called 
such There was only one old regiment, 
and when Governor General Lersnndi, 
then of the island, tried to complete 
this regiment he found the task diffi- 
cult of accomplishment on account of 
the prevailing unwillingness to enlist 
But just at this tune, most providential- 
ly for the relief of the dilemma, some 
unknown hand covered the walls of 
Matan^as, near Havana, with huge 
posters promising each Spaniard hia 
passage home and the privilege of bar 
rymg away \utu him whatever his 
pocket handkerchief eonld contain in 
the event of lus enlistment.

ging pnlse of the pnblio was electrical, 
and the enrollment of 50,000 men fol- 
lowed within 48 hoars, ^he volunteers 
thus came Into existence with B their 
chiefs in the majority.
